BLAIR’S LONG SPEECH. 

Senator Blair wins the cake as the longest- 
winded speaker in America. He spoke on his 
educational bill again today. It was his sixth 
day, and he bas not yet concluded. It was, in- 
deed, a pitiable sight to look upon the senate 
during his speech this afternoon. There were 
two senators besides the speaker on the floor. 
Both were busily engaged in writing. The 
galleries were empty, and the presiding officer 
was noddingin thechair. Theold ‘‘grandma’’ 
had only one listener, the official stenographer. 
He has already passed Senator Morgan’s record 
of thirty-six hours on the fisheries treaty, and 
thére are grave fears that the old fellow will 
go on for a month or two, if a haltis not called 
upon. He hassucceededin disgusting about 
half of the senate with his bil), andits oppon- 
ents are becoming more confident of defeating 
the measure daily. Indeed, they feel now that 
they have forty-four votes against it, and if all 
the opponents are on hand when the vote is 
taken, it will be defeated.

THE INDIAN’S RIGHTS. 


The Oklahoma Government Bill Causes 
Some Diseussion. 

WASHINGTON, February 18.—There was no 
objection from the minority side of the house 
this marning to the approval of the journal of 
yesterday’s proceedings. 

The speaker laid before the house a message 
from the president transmitting, without com- 
ment, a communication from the interior de- 
partment, proposing an amendment of the act 
providing for allotments of landsin severalty 
to Indians. 

THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 

The bill was discussed until 1:30 o’clock 
when, without action the committee rose and 
the house proceeded toconsider the special 
order, being the bill to provide a temporary 
government for Oklahoma. 

- Pending that Mr. Perkins asked considera- 
tion forthe senate bill forthe relief of the 
Sioux Indians at Devil’s Lake agency, North 
Dakota, but Mr. McMillin, jof Tennessee, ob- 
jected, and the house went into committee of 
the whole on the Oklahoma bill. The gen- 
eral debate was limited to three anda half 
hours, despite the appeal of Mr. Barnes, of 
Georgia, and others for five hours time, and in 
retaliation for the enforced limitation they 
called for the reading of the original senate 
bill and the house substitute, altogether fifty- 

“mine printed pages. One hour and twenty 
wninutes were consumed in the reading and it 
was after 3 o’clock before Mr. Struble, of Iowa, 
t' k the floor in support of the bill. He crit- 
ic sed the senate bill because it failed to in- 
c ide all of the Creek and Seminole lands pur- 
¢ .ased under the last administration. 

Mr. Barnes, of Georgia, advocated the sen- 
ite bill in preference tothe house substitute. 
she senate bill proposed to organize a territory 
out of United States lands; the house bill pro- 

d to include lands to which the United 

States did not now but might hereafter hold a 
title. The senate bill included 1,880,000 acres 
berg in 1888 and No Man’s Land. The 
10use substitute included, in addition, all of 
the Indian territory not occupled by the five 
tribes. No government ought to establish a 
government over land to which it did not hold 
a perfect title. By solemn obligation, by 
treaty, the land excepted from the senate bill 
had been given to Indians for all time. To 
erect a superstructure of government on such 
@ basis, would be to build on the sand without 
a foundation. 

The committee rose before the debate had 
concluded.- 

Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, presented the 
couference report on the bill directing the su- 
perintendent of the census to collect statistics 
of farm wana ok gy and indebtedness. 

As a result of the conference, the senate ac- 
cepted the house amendment. The repert

HERE'S BLAIR AGAIN, 
He TakeS Up Most of the Time in the 


WASHINGTON, February 18..—-At the 
close of morning business the senate, at 
12:50, on motion of Mr. Sherman, proceeded t* 
the consideration of executive business. 

The doors were reopened at half past three 
o’clock. 

MR. BLAIR SPEAKS AGAIN. 

The educational bill came up as unfinished 
business and Mr. Blair proceeded with his 
upening. Having read some extracts from the 
report of Mr. Dawson, former commissioner of 
education, he said he would like to call atten- 


tion to those extracts, particularly the atten- 


tion of the burean of mendacity in .the of- 
fice ofthe New York Evening Post, whch fur- 
the falsehoods 
with which the bill owas. assailed throughout 
the country by newspapers generally. Inci- 
dentally to an extract which he had 
read from a letter of Robert D. 
Winthrop, of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Blair remarked that the bill had not originated 
the fact that there was asurplusin the treas- 
ury. It had originated before there was a 
surplus, and it would continue to be pressed, 
whether there was a surplus, or whether it 
would be necessary to obtain funds by addi- 
tional taxation, by the issue of bonds, or in 
some other way. But the fact that there was 
a full treasury, left congress without the 
slightest excuse inthe matter. Among the 
extracts which he read was one from a recent 
report of the schoo] superintendent of the state 
of Texas to the effect that in many counties of 
that state the vaiue of the county jail was 
greater than that of all school property in that 
county. He repeated that statement with 
emphasises and askéd the special attention of 
the senator from Massachusetts (Mr. Dawes) to 
it. He did not suppose that any notice of that 
remarkable statement would of te in the 
newspapers. One would suppose, he said, that 
the press was under bonds to keep the people 
in ignorance of such facts as he had been bring- 
ing before the senate. He ventured to say that, 
of all which he had laid before the senate as to 
these terrible facts, indicative of approaching 
ruin, the false press of this land had not circu- 
lated to the people to the amount of half a 
column. That faithlessness on the part of the 
American press indicated corruption and 
danger of the deepest dye to the people of the 
country. He believed that the press was in 
league—a corrupt league—a league to prevent 
the spread of the facts which halaid before 
the senate, and he was not wholly, he declared, 
without evidence to justify his belief. There 
were agencies in this country at the bottom of 
that fell and infernal work. ' 

Atio’clock Mr. Cullom suggested that it 
was about time for adjournment, but Mr. Blair 
replied, playfully, that he had a good deal of 
matter still to lay before the senate, and which 
the senators should be anxious to hear. He 
also inquired whether the presiding officer 
would ascertain if there wasa quorum present. 
He did, however, yield the floor. 

WORK FOR THE SUPERVISORS. 

Mr. Haile, from the conference committee 
on the bill to require the superintendent of 
census to ascertain the number of people, who 
own their farmsand homes and the amount of 
mortgage indebtedness there on, made a re- 
port recommending that the house amendment 
be agreed to. 

The conference report was agreed to. 


The Pension Appropriation Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 18.—The pension 
appropriation bill for the next fiscal year was 
reported today from the cammittee on appro- 
priations,...It-carries with it $08,472,461, being 
$59,791 less than the estimates and $16,665,761 
more than the bill for the current fiscal year, 
though there is an estimated deficiency of $21,- 
598,854 in the pension expenditures for this 
year; so that the bill is really $4,930,075 less 
than expenditures will be this year. 


Fanz Gets His Reward. 
WASHINGTON, February 18.—Henry J. 
Fanz, the victim of the Aberdeenfoutrage, has 
been recommended by Superintendent Porter 
for appointment as special agent of the elev- 
enth census to collect statistics relative to the 
recorded indebtedness. 


WILL CLOSE ALL JHE FACTORIES 


Until the Men Return to Work at One at 
Which There Is a Strike. 

Wosurn, Mass., February 18.—The mem- 
bers of the Manufacturers’ association, at a 
meeting last night, voted toclose every leather 
factory represented in the association 
tomorrow, and to keep them closed until the 
men return to work at the factory of Beggs & 
Cobb. This means an enforced idleness of 
1,500 men as a result of the recently adopted 
price list. Most of the men went to work un- 
der protest in many of the shops, while in 
some factories the men decided not to do 
as much work for the pay provided for by the 
listas they were formerly required to do, claim- 
ing that that was the only resort left. This 
was particularly the case in the shops of E. L. 
Shaw & Co., and Beggs & Cobb. In the for- 
mer this matter was amicably adjusted during 
the past week, and the men have been return- 
ing as fast as work wregroady for them. At 
Beggs & Cobb’s, however, 
men still reinain out and. will 
return to work. The manufacturers, it is 
elaimed, have all adopted and are now paying 
the price list of the arbitrators and are living 
strictly up to the letter of the decision of the 
board, which was practically an increase in 
wages over what the men formerly obtained 
of about 54 per cent. They claim, however, 
that the men are not doing as they agreed to 
do, and that they have repeatedly violated the 
agreement. 

VERY FEW RETURNED, 

NasHvaA, N. H., February 18.—For the first 
time since the strike, the bells of Nashua com- 
pany summoned the cperatives to work this 
morning. There was a feeble response, how- 
ever, not more than 100 of the 1,400 strikers 
going in. 


Gaudaur Wins the Race. 


TAMPA, Fla., February 18.—In today’s row- 
ing regatta at Port Tampa, Gaudaur won the 
first race in fourteen minutes and twetllty-two 
seconds. Hamm won the second race in six- 
teen minutes and twenty seconds. Hosmore’s 
time was sixteen minutes and thirty seconds. 
There was an immense crowd present from all 
sections of south Florida. | 


An Ice Combine. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 18.—[{Spe- 
cial.}|—The three ice manufactories of this city 
have combined to dispose of all their product 
to the Central Ice company organized, for the 
purposes of the trust. The price of -ice has 
been advanced sixty-six and two-thirds per 
cent. Consumers are raising stock to build an 
independent factory. _

Beruin, February 18.—QOpposition papers 
are making a great noise against the official 
ressure in elections, as exemplified by what 
eneral DeVerdy Du Vernois said to the 
Spandau workmen who waited upon him 
Saturday last. He promised them that the 
government would spend thirteen million 
marks in the erection of improved dwellings 
for the workingmen, and warned them at the 
same time not to yote for the opposition candi- 
date.

THE EXTRADITION TREATY RATIFIED 


The Senate Ratifies the Treaty With England 
and It Is Now in Force—Amendments 
to the Old Treaty. 


Wasnineron, February 18.—The senate 
has ratified the British extradition treaty, with 
unimportant amendments. The treaty makes 
the following crimes extraditable, in addition 
to those specified in 1842: 

1. Manslaughter. 

2. Counterféiting, or altering money or putting 
the same in circulation. . 

3. Embezzlement, larceny, obtaining money or 
goods under false pretenses, or receiving the 
same, knowing them to have been wrongfully ob- 
tained. 

4. Fraud by baillee, banker agent, factor, trus- 
tee, director, member or officer of any company, 
made criminal by the laws of both countries. 

5. Perjury or a of perjury. 

6. Rape, abduction, child stealing, kidnapping. 

7. Burglary. 

8. Piracy by law of nations. 

9, Mutiny at sea, wrongfully sinking or des- 
troying a vessel, or attempting to do so; assaults 
on the high seas. ’ 

10. Crimes and offenses against the laws of both 
oe for the suppression of slavery and, slave 
trading. 

Extradition is not to be had for political 
offenses, nor shall any person, surrendered by 
either party, be tried for any other offense 
than theone for which he was extradited. 
The treaty shall not apply to any crimes com- 
mitted before its ratification. 

The discussion lasted two hours, and two 
changes of importance were adopted by the 
senate. The word “voluntary” was inserted 
before manslaughter, thus nian the degree 
of thatcrime, which is madeextraditable. The 
paragraph relating tothe crime of obtaining 
money or goods under false pretenses was sub- 
stantially modified, if not stricken out. 
These changes in the treaty are said to have 
met the approval of the democratic senators, 
and the vote in its favor is understood to have 
been practically unanimous. 


COONEY CAPTURED.

Run Down 
Michigan. 
CHICAGO, February 18.—A morning paper 

says that Patrick Cooney, ‘“‘the Fox,’’ was cap- 

tured last night at Hancock, Michigan, and 

Officer John C. Collins, who has known him 

for years, will return with himtoday. Cooney 

left the city the day that Dr. Cronin’s remains 
were laid away in Calvary, and has eluded the 
police ever since. Another paper says that 
from the quiet proceedings around police head- 
quarters between 10 and 12 o’clock last night, 
the conclusion was reached that Patrick 
Cooney, the man who is so badly wanted as 
one of Dr. Cronin’s murderers, had at last been 
captured. All the police officials on duty re- 
tained stolid silence, and no admissions could 
be gained from them. The basis for the story 
comes from a dispatch received by Chief 

Marsh. It was received at police headquar- 

tersand sent to the chief. It read: 

‘We have our man, sure. Send man for identi- 
fication.”’ 

On receipt of the dispatch, Chief Marsh sent 
an order back to headquarters immediately as 
follows: 

‘Send Collins; he knows him, and don't let this 
story get out.” 

A call at Officer Collins’s home elicited the 
information that he had been called out sud- 
denly about 11:30. Chief Marsh left his 
home immediately after receiving the infor- 
mation, and succeeded in keeping out of the 
way of reporters. 

ANOTHER ARREST. 

Sr. Louis, February 18.—Detective Thomas, 
of Chicago, last night arrested a man who 
gives the name of J. B. Kelly, but whois sup- 
posed to be Smith, the detective, Dan Cough- 
lin’s friend, who drove the buggy in which Dr. 
Cronin was conveyed from his home to the Car]- 
son cottage to be murdered. The prisoner 
acknowledges that he hails from Chicago, and 
he manifests considerable fear at the mention 
of the Cronin case, but denies that he is 
‘‘Smith,’’ or that he knows of the parties con- 
cerned in the Cronin murder. 

Detectives Collins and Clark have identfied 
the Cronin suspect arrested in this city last 
night as the man supposed to be Smith, who 
took Cronin tothe Carlson’s cottage.

There will be lots of building this summer, 
and a great many people are bothering their 
brains about lots and houses. 

“Where can I geta lot for a reasonable 
price?” is a question hunareds are asking 
themselves. They read the real estate adver- 
tisements till they areconf:sed and see figures 
that seem reasonable, but when they look at 
the property it is a.different matter. The lots 
at a reasonable price are in a bad location, in a 
lrollow, too close to a sewer, or have some oth- 
er drawback. 

The vprinciple thing for a man todo isto 
make up his mind to pay what a good lot will 
cst. e difference between a good and a bad 
lot is well worth paying for. Get 
a good let im ai good neighborhood 
about Atlanta and you will not regret paying 
the difference between that and an inferior 
one. Eligible lots are more salable at the 
higher price than the undeservable once at the 
lower price. 
cent difference in the price will give you a 

undred per cent more satisfaction. 

“But what can I get a lot for?’’ says some 
one who is getting impatient. You can geta 
very good lot for $1,000 in a respectable 
neighborhood, but not on a fashionable street. 
It will be somewhere near the city limits. 
In @& more modest neighborh where 
there are cottages and nothing more, 
ppt yer you may get a lot for $700 or $800. 

lost of these are about 50x150 feet. Lots of 
this character you can get in the neighborhood 
of the technological school, a few on the south 
side near the city limits, some in the extreme 
northwestern part of the city, some near Grant 
k and some in West End. By paying 

1,200 to $1,500 you can get a lot of the same 
size on the south side at the farther end of 
Washingten, Pryor or Capitel avenue, or on 
South Boulevard. At. about the same price 
you can get beantiful lots in West d, 
where “Tommy Edison’’ will soon be sup- 
erseded by a much better and quicker 
transportation. Thereis a world of country 
at about the same prices to the north of Edge- 
wood on, or near the electric car line. Here 
and there you can find a lot for a little less 
in the most attractive suburbs. 

If you want to goa half a mile beyond the 
city limits on the east side, P ay may get an 
acre for four or five hundred dollars and be 
within a short distance of projected dummy 
lines. 

Of course, these prices will not get you a 
lot on Capitol avenue or Washington street 
near in. oe would have to pay higher on 
the Bouievard which promises to 
another Peachtree, 
occasionally get a 
on Jackson street or Highland avenue, while 
very handsome ones may be had on Forest ay- 
enue for $1,500, and a few under that. 

North of Forest avenue on Pine and Mer- 
ritts avenue far out, there are some good sites 
at $1,000 to $1,500, and there are some very 
pretty lots on Spring street for $30 a foot. For 
the same price you get beautiful lots east of 
Peachtree near the city limits, and for $40 you 
get some of the best sites on the Beulevard and 
something like that will locate you at Inman 


ark. 

Heretofore little has been done on the west 
side of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
but in a few days two - hundred 
lots will be put on the market 
on the north side of West Simpson, near Mr.

The prices of these lots will be moderate and 
special inducements will be offered to build- 
ers. Builders are preferred bidders in any 
part of town. 

Of high-priced lots, it is unnecessary to talk. 
It is no trouble to select a lotif a man has 
plenty of money, but if he has to cut his cloth 
close it takes a good deal of looking to get 
suited. Right here itis worth while to say 
that it pays to look round a good deal. Some real 
estate owners sell often, turn over their 
money fast and are content with smaller 
profits than others. Some localities good in 
themselves have not been developed and 
formed like others and their owners are will- 
ing to se]l for less. A shrewd man can see the 
development coming and buy ahead of it. 

As to building a house it is only the men 
with moderate means that there is any need to 
talk to. Any fool can build a house if he has 
plenty of money, but it isa wise man indeed 
who can make himself comfortable without 
much cash. There are some who do it. 

Everybody knows about the building and 
loan associations. There are real estate agents 
who lend money on long time to be paid back 
in installments, with a definite termination. 
The prettiest transaction a man can make is to 
getalong loan at low interest from a loan 
peg eg and carry about a fourth more than 
enough building and loan stock to pay the debt 
when the shares mature. This is rather diffi- 
cult to do, and requires a larger security than 
the building and loan associations are willing 
to accept, but there are some whocan make 
the arrangement, and it pays handsomely. 
The stock earns interest as fast as the loan— 
sometimes faster. 

But if you have to take the building and 
loan association straight you need not fret 
about the interest you pay, for you are now 
paying in rent as much per month as you will 

ay for principal and interest when you get 
into your. new house. If aman has an eligible 
lot he can duplicate the house he is renting 
and pay the building and loan association not 
a cent more than he now pays his landlord. 

But he must have the lot before the building 
and loan people can aid him. He will just 
have to hustle round and get up the money, 
that’s all. If he is not worth as 
much as the value of the lot he will have 
to wait awhile. But if he has a 
third or a half the money necessary to buy the 
lothe can generally get six or twelve, and 
sometimes eighteen, months on the rest. If 
the price is strictly cash, and he has half of 
the money, he ought to be able to make some 
trow the rest. He would 
better not do this, however, unless he sees his 
way clear to pay it back, for there might be 
such a stringencyin the money market that 
he couldmot get an extension, and then he 
would lose his nest one Butif he is sure of 

ying the second half the sooner he buys his 

ot the better, for he will not get it for less, 
and the probability is that if he waits many 
months on Atlanta dirt he will have to pay 
for it. 

About building houses, if you are going to 
spend as much as $1,500 to $3,000 on a cottage, 

aya small part of it to an architect for a plan. 

n a house, more than in almost anything else, 
a thing of beauty is a joy forever. A man who 
bullds a house for $10,000 or $15,000 does not 
think of starting without an architects plan, 
but the man whohasa cottage very often 
thinks he can not affordit. It may be a mat- 
ter of fifty ora hundred dollars, but it will 
make your house about twice as comfortable 
and twice as satisfactory. A great many pretty 
houses are made ugly by bad tastein painting. 
Itis hard to make any suggestions on this 
point. Your architect is your best adviser.

He Flies from Macon to Denver, and Under 
the Name of Haupt, fries to Conceal 
His Identity—His Name Disclosed. 


Denver, Col., February 18.—[Special.]— 
The dead body of James Mathews, of Macon, 
Ga., who died here, lies in a local undertaking 
establishment. 

The officers of the law need search for him 
mo more, as the fugitive from justice has gone 
to a higher conrt to settle his account. 
Matthews came to Denver on the first day of 
the New Year. 

THE STRANGER NOTICED. 

It was noticed from the first that he was far 
from well, and exceedingly nervous, and the 
sudden opening of a door would startle and 
drive all the blood from his face. He gave his 
mame asI.P. Haupt, and under that cog- 
- momen he had quite a circle of friends. 
Mathews was wanted at Macon for the des- 
perate attempt he made Christmas eve 
to take the life of George Darrow, 
a@ prominent citizen of that place. A party of 
friends were in the leading hotel of the place 
‘passing the compliments of the season, when 
@ discussion arose on some trivial matter. 

THE FATEFUL SHOT. 

Darrow differed with Mathews in the dis- 
eussion, and the latter concluded his word had 
been called in question, and quick as a flash 
his revolver was drawn and put In action. 
The first shot failed to reach its mark, and 
this gave Darrow time to draw his owu 
weapon. But the moment it was out of his 
pocket a ball struck him in the breast and he 
fell to the floor, while the bullet from his pistol 
went into the ceiling. 

Mathews at once made a rush for the door, 
and declared he would kill whoever followed 
him. : 

Those present gave their attention to the 
man they supposed to be dying, and the would- 
be murderer got afew minutes time to disguise 
himself and was soon bouhd for the north, 
reaching Denver. For days and weeks Darrow 
lingered between life and death, while the po- 
lice officers scoured the country in search of 
Mathews. It was believed that he was in 
hiding within a few miles of the town, and 
every marsh was scoured in the vain hope that 
the man might be found. 

THE LETTER FROM HOME. 

Two days before his death Mathews received 
@ letter from his son, who resides in Atlanta, 
and when he had read it only part way through, 
he broke into tears. He was in the parlor of 
his hotel at the time, and the landlady was 
present. To her he said that he had received 
good news, and could not control his emotion. 
He said: 

‘‘My name is not Haupt, but Mathews, and 
Thope I can soon be addressed by it without 
fear of some ofticer of the law putting me behind 
the bars as soon as he hears it. The man I 
thought I killed is recovering, praise God.’’ 

HIS SUDDEN DEATH. 

He then related practically the same story 
as is told above. He knew he was a sick man, 
but the people about the house had no idea 
that he was at death’s door. His room-mate 
was startled by the sudden remark, ‘‘Good-bye, 
George, old boy, I’m gone.”’ 

He tried to raise the dying man, but the poor 
fellow fell back dead. The immediate cause 
of death is thought to have been pneumonia.

THE DEFENSE BEGUN.

I got 
up and cashed my checks for fifty cents and 
left the place. Later went to McCrany’s place. 
Bohnefeld was there. Didn’t know it. 
Scott had just given me four dollars to play 
on, saying we'd divide if winners, or I’d owe 
him two dollars if we lost. Begun to play 
stud poker. Some six or eight at table. Bohne- 
feld was playing draw poker at another 
table. Game broke up and he 
wanted to comein our game. There was no 
room for him, but he managed to work him- 
selfin. One party left the game on account of it. 
McKenna asked me to divide pot with him. I 
told him I couldn’t, as held a pair’ 
Told him this very low. Didn’t wan} 
other players to hearit. Bohnefeld then said 
he’d had enough of that and cursed us. Then 
saying I mean you, called me* the vilest 
epithets over and over again, and finally made 
a remark about my mother and sister. I told 
him I couldn’t stand it any longer. That 
he must stop. He caught me_ then 
and threw me under the table, kicking me 
several times while down. Hewas pulled off 
of me and I was pulled to the wall by Mc- 
Crary. I asked him for God’ssske to turn 
me loose, that Bohnefeld would kill 
me. Bohnefeld got loose from _ the 
party holdin him and came at 
me with casekeeper. Struck me on arm} 
Struck at me again. It slipped from his hand 
and struck the wall. Made dent. I cut him 
while he was striking at me. Never said I 
didn’t give a dam if I had killed him. 

Went out. Heard Officer Jenkins was look- 
ing for me. Went to him and told him I would 
surrender. 

Argument was opened at three o'clock this 
afternoon for the state by Solicitor-General 
Felton. He was followed by Washington 
Dessau for the defense. C. F. Bartlett next 
spoke for the defendant. Pending his argu- 
ment court adjourned until tomorrow, when 
the battle will resume. The solicitor general 
will close for the state.

THE DEPUTY SHERIFF OF LOWNDES 
KILLS A NEGRO 


THE JURY EMPANELLED IN A SHORT 
TIME 


Who Had Threatened to Murder His Wife 
on Sight—A Terrible Fight at Dash- 
er’s Station—Killing Justified. 


Vaxtpostra, Ga., February 18.—[{Special.]— 
W. J. Nelson, deputy sheriff of Lowndes 
county, shot and killed Ed Wright, colored, 
at Dasher, a station on the Georgia Southern 
and Florida road, five miles lrom Valdosta, 
on yesterday. 

HE HAD BEATEN HIS WIFE. 

Wright had beaten his wife most brutally on 
Sunday, and she fled to Mr. V. F. Dasher’s 
house for protection. Mr. Dasher locked her 
in one of his outhouses, and Wright placed 
himself at the door and swore that he would 
burn up the whole county if Mr. Dasher did 
not turn the woman out, and he said that he 
meant to kill her on sight. Mr. Dasher sent 
his son to Valdosta, and had a warrant sworn 
out for him for assault and attempt to murder, 

THE WRETCH CAPTURED. 

Wright was overpowered about dark by a 
posse and handcuffed. He fought like a mad 
man. Enroute to Valdosta in a buggy, with 
Orrin Hightower, he raised his handcuffed 
hands suddenly. and hit Mr. Dasher a blow on 
the head, and sprang from the buggy. The 
horse became unmanageable, and in the dark 
the negro escaped. He went back to Dash- 
er’s during the night, and got rid of his hand- 
cuffs. 
him, and on demanding his surrender Wright 
made an effort to draw his pistol, but Nelson 
got the drop and fired first. 

FELL DEAD IN THE ROAD. 

Wright wheeled and ran about a hundred 
yards and’ fell dead. The coroner’s jury 
found ‘the shooting justifiable. Wright was a 
very bad man, and white and colored people 
about Dasher, openly expressed their satisfac- 
tion at his death. No effort has been made as 
yet to detain the officeron account of his 
deed. 


Paul Johnson Accidentally Shoots Himself. 


STONE MountTaAin, Ga., February 18.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Mr. Paul D. Johnson, brother of Mr. 
Charles S. Johnson, of Tux ConsTIrTurTIon, 
was accidentally shot today while out hunting, 
by the premature discharge of a double-barrel 
shotgun.

And the Murder of Deputy Marshal Merritt 
Will Once More Undergo a Legal In- 


vestigation—The J ury. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., February 18.—[Spe- 
cial.}—To-day was the time set in hall supe- 
rior court for the trial of Mr. John Coffee, 
charged with the murder of United States 
Deputy Marshal John N. Merritt, which oc- 
curred at Lula, Georgia, in the early part of 
the night of the 6th day of March, 1886. 

At 8:30 this morning the case was sounded. 
The state announced ready and the defense 
made the same announcement. Mrs. Scott 
Logan, of Lula, a very important witness for 
the state, (it being at her restaurant, or near 
it, that the killing took place) being absent, 
the state withdrew its announcement of ready 
for the time being, and the attorneys on either 
side spent a portion of the forenoon 
in skirmishing. A _ bailiff was  dis- 
patched at once to Lala to 
look after Mrs. Logan, and when the state was 
assured that Mrs. Logan would be on hand - 
when needed, the case was again called and 
all announced ready. 

THE JURY SECURED. 

The court room was packed and the task of 
making the important twelve, contrary to all 
expectations, was made up very easily. At 6 
o’clock the last one was sworn in. There were 
one hundred and twenty-five jurors sum- 
moned, but the jury was selected from seventy 
names. Twenty-eight went off for cause, the 
state struck ten andthe defense twenty, at 
which time eleven were in their seats. 
The next name or the last was called and put 
upon the defendant, and was sworn. 

WHQ THE JURORS ARE. 

The personnel of the jury is as follows: Nine 
farmers, one carriage painter, one country 
merchant, and a carpenter. Mr. W. B. Sim- 
mons, painter, and A. L. Smith, carpenter, 
live in Gainésville. Mr. Arnold L. Bennett is 
a merchant at Sulphur Springs station, while 
the other nine: John W. Pass, Stephen M. 
Reid, George R. Lott, Thos. J. Williams, John 
S. Ramsey, Jesse W. Buffington, Alfred Mad- 
dox, William B. McConnell and Starling 
B. Chastain till the soil in every sec- 
tion of the county. The jury is a 
fine combination, and will do justice. 

Mr. Coffee looks pleasant and hopeful, and 
wears upon his face that determination which 
is peculiarly hisown. His mother, who is 
growing old,is by his side as is also Mrs. Moske 
Hyder, his sister, Heis defended by Judge 
J.B. Estes, and Colonels F. M. Johnson, of 
Gainesvile; A. B. Wofford, of Homer, and C.

SLAIN BY A NEGRO. 


Mr. Jack Hilliard Murdered by a Tenant 
Yesterday. 


CUTHBERT, Ga.. February 18:—[{Special].]— 
Mr. Jack Hilliard, a well-to-do young farmer 
about twenty-five years of age, living near 
town, wasshot this morning about 7 o’clock, 
by a negrotenant, from the effects of which he 
died at three this evening. The negro was 
late in coming to his work, and was repri- 
manded by Hilliard. Some words ensued and 
Hilliard struck him with a small stick. The 
negro went to his cabin and returned with a 
pistol concealed on his person. He soon suc- 
ceeded in renewing the difficulty, whereupon, 
he drew the weapon, and fired, the ball tak- 
ing effect in the stomach. As soon as the 
shooting was done, the murderer fled, and has 
not beencaptured.

The compensation ‘paid the 
“Gremen is not fixed by the general council, 
Dutisleft entirely to the discretion of the 
Hoard of firemasters. They can increase or 

diminish it in their diseretion, so long as they 
keep within the appropriation made 
by the general council each year for the sup- 
port of the fire department. As a part 
of the compensation of the firemen they have 
asmuch right to insure them against accident 
as they would have to add that much to their 

_ It does not amount to more than $2 a 
month for each man. The difference being 
that—if it were added to their pay—the fire- 
men alone would be benefited by it, while the 
city receives the benefit when it is put in the 
shape of an accident policy.” 

“And you say you believe it is a good 
policy ?”’ 

“Yes, I believe that it is good policy and 
great economy, too, on the part of the fire- 
masters to insure the firemen against accidents, 
because if a fireman is disabled while discharg- 
ing his duties, the city has always continued his 
pay until he recovered, and it would be an out- 
rage not to do so. Now, under this aecident 
insurance, the insurance company will pay him 
for his lost time while he is recovering from 
any injuries he may receive while discharging 
his duties, and the city will be relieved from 
it. Last year two firemen were killed by a wall 
falling on them, and their pay for the remain- 
der of the vear. with the approval of the coun- 
cil, was given toj§their widows, amounting 
to several hundred dollars. Under this insur- 
ance, the company pays to the widow two 
thousan dollars if a fireman is killed and the 
city is relieved from any obligation to provide 
for or nid the widow. It makes a better fire- 
man when he knows that if he loses his life, 
his wife and family will be provided for, and 
if he is crippled his wages will be continued.’’ 

“Do you believe it will stand—that the 
foard of aldermen will concur ?”’ 

“T hope so, but as the general council has the 
right to control the management of the fire 
department, I presume that the insurance will 
not be continued next year under the disap- 
proyal of the council.”’ 

The Fire Escapes. 

The ordinance committee of the general 
council hasinits hands an ordinance to re- 
quire fire escapes upon buildings for the pro- 
tection aid safety of life. 

The paper will be presented at the next 
mecting. 

requires, upon buildings in 
city over two stories high, 
including basement, used as a factory, 
workshop, lodge room, hotel, boarding house, 
or sleeping apartments, outside fire escapes of 
such character and material as may be re- 
quired. The ordinance gives the chief of the 
fire department power to locate the escapes in 
front, rear or sides of the building. 

‘‘All escapes,’ the ordinance says, ‘‘shall be 
of sufiicient strength and occupy such position 
and be connected with such platform or land- 
ing, or otherwise, as to be safe and practicable 
of use on oceasions when such use may be 
necessary.”’ 

« The paper requires the chief of the fire de- 
partment to make an investigation and before 
the first of April submit a written report desig- 
nating the buildings in the city which should 
have fire escapes placed upon them.

The committee on printing, composed of 
Councilinen Kinyon, McLendon and Middle- 
brooks, have been figuring on the bids for the 
city printing, and will meet next Monday and 
make the award.

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WASH STEELE DIES OF HIS WOUNDS 
INFLICTED MONDAY NIGHT. 


Called Out of His House at Ten O'Clock, He 


Was Attacked by Several Ruffians 
' and Cut to Death 


Washington Steele died of his wounds yes- 
terday afternoon. 

An account of the stabbing occurred in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, but before Steele died 
he gave a somewhat fuller account of the cir- 
cumstances of the. cutting. 

He was at his home, on Humphries street, 
when he was called out by a mulatto named 
Will Lattimore, who said that there was a 
drunken whité man down the street whom he 
wanted Steele to help carry home. 

Steele left the house and started to carry 
the man home, when they: passed a crowd 
that was boisterous, cursing and swearing and 
cutting up generally. 

Stecle said that he had nothing todo with 
the fracas, but was soon surrounded by a mob 
of young white men, and that two or three of 
them set upon him and one who was kneel- 
ing over him stabbed him in the abdoman. 

That was about all he ever told of the story. 
He seemed to be bewildered and uncertain as 
to the identity of his assailants, but men- 
tioned, among others,.two of the Kyle boys 
and a young man nanfed Love. 

Dr. W. H. Hood dressed his wounds, after 
he had been taken from the sidewalk and con- 
veyed to a little cabin on Battle street by sev- 
eral parties, who simply thrust him in at the 
door and left hurriedly, without expiaining 
who they were or the cause of the trouble. 

Dr. Hood found that the intestines were 
protruding from the gash, and were so badly 
swollen thatit was with much difficulty that 
they were replaced, and then some of the 
stitches bursted. 

Dr. Hood called in several physicians to as- 
sist him, but all that they could do did not re- 
lieve the wounded man, and he continued 
sinking until his death occurred yesterday. 

Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of Fulton county, 
was notified and will investigate the matter 
today. 

Yesterday evening, Patrolman Cook and 
Thompson, who were investigating the case, 
arrested Claude Love, a young white man, and 
locked him up. 

Love refused to talk about the case, but said 
that he would tell what he had to tell when his 
trial came off. 

The case is rather a mysterious one, and 
there is evidently some very dirty work at the 
bottom of it. So far as has been learned 
the negro was murdered by some member of 
the drunken mob, as it was shown that he was 
a peaceable law-abiding man, and bore a good 
reputation in the community where he lived. 

{fe was not one of the mob, but was engaged 
inthe charitable task of takinga drunken 
man home, by request of a friend, when the 
fatal blow was received.

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HE HAS A WORD TO SAY ABOUT THE 
CHARGES AGAINST HIM. 


He Claims That He Never Acted as Agent 
for Duncan—It Was Simply a Business 
Transaction—He Talks of Duncan. 


“The charges are all false, and I shall prove 
it if the case comes to trial.” 

Lawyer C. A. Loring was emphatic in what 
he said. He denounced his arrest as an out- 
rage, and in the strongest terms dealt with the 
man or men who had caused it 

“Those chatges are caleulated to 40 mé harm 
with those who do not know me,”he said. 
“But to those who know me, no explanation is 
necessary. The charges are made by a man 
named Mehaffey, whom I.do not know, but I 
know very well that they were instigated by 
the man Duncan. ° 

“It is unnecessary to go into the details of 
the multifarious suits brought by Duncan and 
those whom he instigated against the Clayton 
Sewing Machine Motor company, of which I 
am the largest stockholder, for the purpose of 
harrassing the company in order to carry out 
his nefarious schemes. His course in the suits 
mentioned was very reprehensible, as the rec- 
ords of the superior court will verify. 

‘“‘The groundless charges made by Mehaffey, 
at the instigation of Duncan, grew out of my 
connection with the Clayton Motor company, 
and the purchase of certain interestsin the 
patent owned by the company. Regarding the 
accusations made in the affidavits of Mehaffey, 
I will briefly note: that I bought certain in- 
terests--not stock—in the Clayton Motor 
patent, and sold them to Duncan, retaining 
the difference between the buying and selling 
price as my profit. I deny as tnqualifiedly 
false the eharge madein the affidavits that I 
acted as the agent or attorney of Duncan, in 
any manner, shape or form, or that I received 
a cent of compensation from him as commis- 
sion or a fee for the interests in the patent 
sold him. If Iam guilty of the crime charged 
then there is not a merchant or broker in the 
city that isnot guilty of the samé crime hun- 
dreds of times a day, when they sell goods or 
property of any kind at an advance of what 
they pay.’’ 

“Whois Mehaffey ?”’ 

‘I do not know Mehaffey, the person who 
made the affidavits upon which the warrants 
were issued, and never knew there was such a 
man in existence before yesterday, and was 
never consulted as to the truth of the chargss 
preferred by anyone. It isa gross mistake of 
the rights of personal liberty when a citizen is 
dragged before the’ courts upon accusations 
made by a total stranger, and to publish him 
broadcast in the press as a criminal, without 
even the poor privilege of being heard. What 
redress has a citizen except personal violence, 
and no law-abiding citizen wishes to violate 
the law to redress a wrong. The most hon- 
ored citizen in our community is liabl# to have 
his character blackend at any time in a simi- 

lar manner by some irresponsible person, who 
may or may nothavea grudge against him. 
This wanton manner of defaming character 
through the machinery of the courts and press 
is a relic of the dark ages, and is on a par with 


. despotic Russia where the lives and liberties 


of the people are in the iron grasp of the 
czar.’’ 

‘And who is Duncan ?’’ 

“That’s what I would ask—who is he, where 
does he hail from,. and what is his business? 
I was informed when I first had any dealings 
with him, that he was a lawyer from Rirming- 
ham, but his domicile since then has changed 
so often, itis hard to locate him. It is not 
true. as stated, that he was confined to his 
room and unable to attend to his business per- 
sonally. Several years ago this same Robert 
P. Duncan was the president of a company 
that was said to owna ee eee 
The company had beautifully printed circu 
lars with cuts issued, extolling the 
virtues of the patent. The scheme 
of the company was to send out oily-tongued 
representatives to disposé of the privileges in 
the various states and counties to seil she pat- 
ented articles. A number of our citizens wer 
mulcted to the tune of several thousand dol- 
lars before they found out a fraud and confi- 
dence game had been ewnige upon them. 

‘ho company had no patent, and failed to fiil 
the orders of the parties to whom it had sold 
county rights, as it had agreed to do under its 
contracts. This man, Robert P. Duncan, was 
the president and head of this confidence 
scheme.’ 

“TI could add other instances of his perfidy, 
but this suffices for the present. He is irre- 
sponsible financially, as numerous citizens of 
this and other piaces can attest to their sorrow. 
When the proper time comes I will vindicate 
my honor, and show up tlhe true character of 
my accuser.”’ 

Mr. Loring added that Duncan was a sharp, 
shrewd fellow, ‘‘just the man for a confidence 
scheme.’’ Several Atlanta men indorsed his 
statements about Duncan’s connection with the 
scheme outlined above. 

“What I want to reiterate,’’ added Mr. 
Loring, “isthat I never in any way acted as 
Duncan’s agent. He was giad to get the 
properties at the figures I sold them to him, 
and there never was a word about paying me 
any fees or commissions or anything of the 
sort. And PB think my arrest was an unmiti- 
gated outrage.”’ vs

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The Good Fortune of Southern’ Farm- 
ers. 

Latham, Alexander & Co.’s recent cireu- 
lar contained several suggestive points. 

Although the south produced a good crop 
of cotton last year, the price of the product 

has steadily advanced. Consumption has 

exceeded production. New mills, new labor- 
saving machinery, and a large population ac- 
count for this satisfactory state of affairs. 

At a time when agriculture in the north 
and west is depressed by low prices, cotton 
is the single exception. The southern plant- 
ers alone can produce a $300,000,000 crop 
that is readily marketable all over the world. 

The south has a monopoly in cotton, and 
there is little fear of over-production, be- 
fause the growth of cotton is confined toa 


small section, where it can only be produced 


by hand labor, with no prospect of the con- 
siderable increase of such labor. 

The New England farmers who are aban- 
mioning their unproductive lands, and the 
western farmers who complain that their big 
frops sell for less than it costs to produce 
them, cannot fail to appreciate the advan- 
tages of the southern agricultural situation. 
Nowhere in this broad country has the 
farmer a better chance than right here in the 
sising seuth. 


The Government and the Negro. 

Toa reporter of the New York World, 
Senator Butler, of South Carolina, explains 
that his bill providing for government aid 
for the deportatisn of the negroes from the 
south, does not propose that the deportation 
shall be compulsory. Its provisions are to 
go into effect. and government aid is to be- 
gin, only when the negroes themselves make 
application. The movement, if there should 
be any movement after the bill became a 
law, would be entirely voluntary on the part 
of the negraes themselves. 

Perhaps such an explanation is necessary 
in quarters where republican partisanship is 
only another name for ignorance, but it 
ought to be well understood, even by people 
who read the republican newspapers, that. no 
sensible person would undertake to intro- 
duce in congress a bill which has for its pur- 
pose the compulsory deportation of the ne- 
gro. We havescrious doubts, moreover, of 
the timeliness and utility of the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Butler. Even if it be- 
came a law, it would not be in the nature of 
a remedy, and the ony result of it has been 
to precipitate a partisan discussion in the 
senate which can do no good in any way. 
The discussion that was going on in the 
newspapers was much more to the point than 
that which has taken placein the senate. 

‘The editors, taking their cue from the pa- 
triotic and statesmanlike utteranees of Mr. 
Grady, had placed the whole question ona 
much higher plane than usual; but when 
the republican senators, with Mr. Butler's 
bill as their text, took hold of it, they re- 
stored it to the political mudhole, and wal- 
lowed with it-there, grunting with satisfac- 
tion. 

‘There is another objection to Mr. Butler’s 
bill, and that is the feature which provides 
for government aid for negroes who want to 
‘make journeys about the country. This 
project of putting the government behind 
the negroes on all occasions, is peculiarly a 
republican idea, and it is therefore a pecu- 
liarly vicious one when looked at in a large 
way. ‘The government, as a government, is 
mot supposed to know that there are any ne- 
groes in existence. It can only deal with 
him as a citizen, and it can neither compel 
a citizen to depart, nor lawfully pay his way 
if he desires to go voluntarily. 

A great deal of harm has been done, and 
the negroes have been seriously retarded in 
various ways, by the republican idea, insidi- 
ously instilled into their minds, that, as citi- 
wens, they have the government to fall back 
on in any emergency, being its wards and 
special pets. This idea has been cultivated 
until the negro has come to believe that the 
government is under obligations to come to 
his relief on all matters pertaining to his 
public or private welfare. He will improve 
and develop his good qualities a great deal 
more rapidly when he becomes convinced 
that even a negro citizen has to depend on 
himself if he succeeds in life. 

The Bucks and Bill Pledgers among the 
republicans are trying to convince him that 
politics is his strong point, but he will learn 
better in the course of twenty or thirty gen- 
erations.

A Soldier on Education. 

Lord Wolseley, the famous British gen- 
eral, has no fancy ideas. He is a practical 
man whose strong common sense has en- 
abled him to over-ride the education he re- 
ceived at college. 

Only the other day we quoted in these 
columns a short extract from an educational 
address delivered by this great soldier. It 
is worth repeating with a scrap of comment. 
Lord Wolseley advises young people to shun 
the average novel as something degrading 
and debasing. He has always found his 
best reading in the daily newspaper. He 
received a good classical education, but he 
docs not hesitate to say that his information 
has nearly all been acquired from the daily 
press. He says that the daily newspaper is 
the production of the minds of experts, of 
the men who are most competent to handle 
the subjects they deal with. With no other 
source of information except the newspaper 
@ man can by the time he reaches the age 
of twenty-five or thirty be well-informed. 

Lord Wolseley is right. Some of the 
greatest and most useful men of the age 
were educated by their careful reading of 
the newspapers, 

‘The writer of this article once knew a 
Judge of a county court who had never 
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and good taste. One day the judge frankly 
said that Tur ConstiruTIoNn had been his 
educator. He had read the paper from its 
first issue every day, and he had always paid 
special attention to the supreme court de- 
cisions and the reports of court ngs. 
With this training, and with the ‘‘Code of 
Georgia’ in easy reach, he had found it 
comparatively easy to discharge his duties 
onthe bench. The judge then remarked 
that, aside from the legal and business in- 
formation contained in a great daily, it 
printed in the courseof ten or fifteen years 
a whole library of literary, historical, bio- 
graphical and general news matter. 

But it is unnecessary to enlarge upon the 
subject. In these days of weak, trashy and 
vicious books, the best thing a bright young- 
ster can do is to read a good newspaper, and 
get all he can out of it. 


Be Merciful to Society. 

Isaac Sawtell’s cold-blooded murder of his 
brother Hiram, at Rochester, New Hamp- 
shire, is one of the most shocking crimes of 
the day. 

Here is the story in brief. Several weeks 
ago Isaac Sawtell was pardoned out of the 
Massachusetts penitentiary, where he had 
served fifteen years of a thirty years’ sen- 
tence for rape. After his release he per- 
suaded Hiram to join him at Rochester, and 
in order to get a bigger share of the family 
estate killed him, and cut off his head and 
secretéd it. The murder was discovered and 
Isaac was arrested. 

It seems that the Roxbury people and the 


| court offieers knew that Isaac Sawtell had 


been a monster from his youth up. They 
knew that, besides. the crime for which he 
was sentenced, similar indictments were hang- 
ing over him for other offenses of the same 
character. . . 

How did he.obtain his pardon? Sawtell, 
like any other well-educated and intelligent 
man, saw that it was good policy to behave 
himself in prison. He pretended to bea 
repentant and reformed man. By extra work 
he saved up a thousand dollars. With this 
money he secured the services of a woman 
and several sentimental persons, including a 
few preachers, to carry around a petition for 
his pardon. 

Everybody knows how itis with a peti- 
-tion. The people approached signed it to 
get rid of “it. Very few read it. 
Finally, these paid agents presented 
the matter to the governor and his 
council. There was a brief hearing, largely 
ex-parte, and a judge of the superior court 
expressed the opinion that Sawtell had been 
imprisoned long enough. Nobody appeared 
to protect the people. A wave of gush and 
sentiment rolled over the governor and his 
council, and Sawtell was sincerely pitied. 
The fact that he had hired his tender-hearted 
advocates to. work for him did not come out. 

So the pardon was issued, and the re- 
formed criminal was hardly out of his con- 
vict stripes before he had planned and exe- 
cuted the slaughter of his brother. 

There are other mistaken pardons besides 
this one. <A governor should always be on 
his guard against paid attorneys and the 
sentimental people who invade his office. He 
should inquire into the récord of a criminal, 
and when he is satisfied: that the man isa 
monster he should pay no attention to pro- 
fessions of repentance and reform. When 
Judge Hopkins was on the bench of this 
circuit he frequently answered an appeal for 
mercy by saying: ‘‘I will be merciful to so- 
ciety,’’ and then proceeded to give the pris- 
ener a heavy sentence. This is something 
for a governor to think of when he is asked 
for a commutation or a pardon. It is his 
business to be merciful to society. 


A Chapter of Viking History. 

We must give up our alleged Anglo-Saxon 
ancestry, if Mr. Panl Du Chaillu is correct 
in his assumptions. 

Mr. Du Chaillu is a student and a travel- 
er. He claims that England was invaded 
by the Vikings, and that they originated the 
so-called English people. He found in the 
British isles old weapons, idols and traces of 
architecture corresponding with similar 
things in Scandinavia and other countries oc- 
cupied by the Norsemen. 

We are also asked to give up the old story 
of the discovery of America by Columbus. 
Long before his day, in the tenth century, 
Leif, a Norse sailor, took a ship and reached 
this coutinent. Finding a point on the New 
England coast, where grapes were growing, 
he named the place Vinland, and planted 
a colony there. Vinland figures in the 
Norse records until 1347, when it is lost sight 
of, but tradition has it that Thorwaldsen, the 
sculptor, was descended from one of the 
Vinland colonists. 

Du Chaillu is not alone in his belief. He 
is backed by a respectable number of learned 
men who have looked into the matter. Per- 
haps further investigations will lead the 
English and Americans to repudiate their 
Anglo-Saxon origin, and join in the claim 
that they are descended from the Vikings. 
If we come tothis conclusion, the Scandina- 
vians, who are overrunning the northwest, 
should receive a warmer welcome, or 
our conduct will be flatly against the time- 
honored saying that blood is thicker than 
water. 


Platt and the Fair. 


Naturally, the people of New York are 
much concerned over the attitude of Platt 
and his republican friends toward the fair 
bill. That measure is now in a very pre- 
carious condition, owing to the fact that 
Platt has insisted on giving it a political 
twist.

The othcr day the busi- 
ness men of Philadelphia and Atlantic City 
were astounded to find that Mrs. Edwin Lip- 
pincott, of the latter place, had raised some 
$20,000 on forged paper. Mrs. Lippincott 
is fifty years old. She is a lady of standing, 
and had a fortune of $30,000 when shc 
married. Her husband owns Haddon Hall, 
one of the most profitable summer hotels on 
the Jersey coast. 

The discovery of the forgeries has ruined 
Mr. Lippincott, and will probably result in 
the criminal prosecution of his wife. 

What infernal temptation dragged this 
gray-haired lady down to such a depth of 
crime? The whole truth has come out. 
Mrs. Lippincott saw respectable men, good 
men, speculating in stocks and making 
money. She tried her luck. For years she 
was a heavy buyer of stocks, and generally 
got on the wrong side of the market. She 
borrowed money of her friends, and of the 
At last she forged the names 
of business men on negotiable paper, and 
obtained loans from personal friends, giving 
in return checks dated months ahead when 
she had not a dollar on deposit. Of course, 
this could not go on forever. The crash 
came, and she was a ruined woman and a 
criminal, 

In every community—even here in At- 
lanta—the victims of speculation are follow- 
ing the methods of Mrs. Lippincott. Occa- 
sionally they are sent to jail, or they commit 
suicide, or run off to Canada. The tempta- 
tion spares no class. It blasts and blights 
the Godly church-member as well as the 
thoughtless man of the world. The great- 
est danger of the whole business is its appa- 
rent or alleged respectability. It is easy to 
induce men to gamble when the game is 
called speculation. The Lippincott case 
should be full of warning to these reckless 
people whose consuming thirst for riches 
has made them half mad.

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THEY ALL GIVE BOND FOR FUTURE 
APPEARANCE 


And Return to Their Homes—Why Marshal 
Corbett Is Censured—Riding Rough- 
shod Over a Peaceful Community. 


Avevusta, Ga., February 18.—[Special.}— 
The case of the United States vs. John O’ Keefe 
and sixteen other citizens, of Sharon, was called 
today in the superior courtroom, where United 
States Commissioner Irvin Alexander held his 
court of inquiry. 

Possibly a case of so much notoriety, I will 
not say importance, for I think it a very small 
affair, never rested before in such youthful 
hands. . The commissioner is about twenty- 
three years old. United States Marshal Cor 
bett is twenty-four; Mr. Horace Halden, the 
leading attorney for the prisoners, is about the 
same age, and his associate, Hon. W. H. Flem- 
ing, and United States District Attorney Ma- 
rion Erwin, the oldest men in the case, were 
classmates in college, and are both less than 
thirty-five ; so that it is quite a youthful array 
throughout. 

WHY CORBETT IS CENSURED. 

I will not suggest that the youthfulness of 
Marshal Corbett might account for the mis- 
take he made in arming half a dozen deputies 
with Winchester rifles, and going into a quiet 
and peaceable community to arrest its most 
prominent citizens with the same warlike 
demonstration with which he would have gone 
to quellariot. This is the feature in the case 
most condemned by the victims of the out- 
rage, and by the sober-minded public. Had 
Marshal Corbett met with any resistance in 
peacefully serving his warrants and arresting 
his prisoners, and had then called in a force to 
uphold the dignity and power of the govern- 
ment, there could have been no complaint; 
but his course in going first with rifles into a 
quiet and peaceful community and arresting 
merchants, farmers and professional men, as 
though they were murderers and horse thieves, 
was calculated to cause, rather than prevent, 
trouble, and is condemned by conservative 
citizens. 


THE LAW OF THE CASE. 

The case against the defendants is brought 
under section 5,518 of the revised statutes of 
the United States, which declares: 

“If two or more persons in any state or territory 
conspire to prevent by force, intimidation and 
threat, any person from accepting or holding 
any office, etc., under the United States, or from 
discharging any of the duties thereof, or to induce 
by like means any officer to leave the place where 
his duties as an officer are required to be per- 
formed, or to injure him or his property on ac- 
count of his lawful discharge thereof, each of 
such persons shall be fined not less than five hun- 
dred nor more than five thousand dollars, or im- 
prisonmed not less than six months nor longer 
than six years, either fine or imprisonment, or 
both in the discretion of the court.” 

Under this statute Charles R. Clark, post- 
office insfector, who has been investigating 
the Sharon case, went before Commissioner L. 
M. Erwin and swore out a warrant against 
twenty-one men as having taken part in such 
conspiracy. Seventeen of the citizens were 
arrested, as hasfbeen stated, and were today 
arraigned before United States |\Commissioner 
Irvin Alexander, of Augusta. 

WHAT THE AFFIDAVIT ALLEGES. 

Inspector Sharp’s affidavit alleges that these 
men and divers others unknown, did conspire 
and agree together to prevent E. L. Duckworth 
from accepting and holding the office of post- 
master at Sharon; that they attempted, by in- 
timidation, to make him leave Sharon; that 
they conspired to injure his property ; that they 
placed a miniature coffin at his door, with these

at a committee of ten waited on him to 
intimidate him into signing a oe resigning 
the postoffice ; that a committee of three waited 
on him to induce him to renounce all claims 
to the postoftice ; that on the third day of Feb- 
ruary they burned him in effigy, and fired off 
weapons in front of his store; that that night 
they draped his store in mourning, and wrote:

Those things, it is charged, were done in a con- 

spiracy to prevent Duckworth from perform- 

ing the duties. of the office to which he was 

appointed, and were in violation offthe statute. 
THE CASE CALLED. 

When Commissioner Alexander called the 
case this morning, District Attorney Irwin an- 
nounced that he was ready to go ahead with 
the witnesses he had, but jzhat it might be nec- 
essary later on to ask adjournment until to- 
morrow on account of the absence of important 
witnesses. Attorneys Halden and Fleming, 
for defendants, tried to forcean unconditional 
“ready” or “not ready,’”’ but Commissioner 
Alexander ruled the answer of the government 
satisfactory. Thefdefendants’ attorneys then 
stated that as the investigaticn promised to 
be extended and slow, and they were absent 
from their business and their families, and 
they felt assured no indictment 
would be found against them by a | age vo jury, 
they would whive examination, and give any 
reasonable bond which might be agreed upon 


_ for their appearance at the April term of the 


United States court. 

District Attorney Erwin said the rule of 
court required the commissioner to take the 
testimony. The defendants replied that they 
had no objection to his taking any amount of 
testimony which the district attorney saw fit 
to offer, but they didn’t propose to offer any 
or have anything to do with the investigation. 
They meant to give bond to go to their homes. 

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 

An agreement was entered into between the 
attorneys, under which each defendant gave a 
$600 bond, and the United States attorney will 
proceed tomorrow to take testimony, and have 
the records made up for a higher court. 

Tomorrow morning all the defendants and 
their attorneys will have gone to their homes 
and their usual avocations, and the postoffice 
inspector, the United States marshal and the 
district attorney will be left to go ahead in 
their own way with the investigation of wit- 


nesses. The defendants will be represented | 


there solely by a stenographer, who will keep 
a record of the proceedings. E. B. Hoox.

Legislation cannot settle the disturbing ques- 
tions: First, the tariff ; second, the race problem; 
third, the Chinese question; fourth, the Mormon 
trouble. One party overturns the work of the 
other. The people are dividing, and factions drift 
into armies. We see ahead only a succession of 
discords and conflicts. 

Again, the people are demanding that the presi- 
dent and senate shall both be chosen by the peo- 
ple directly. The present set of millionaire sena- 
tors are not the people’s choice. Their interests 
are antagonistic. 

Space does not permit argument nor demonstra- 
tion. If the idea and suggestion is good, it will 
grow of its own strength. Lawyers and thinkers 


‘must and will agree that nothing but a constitu- 


tional convention can dispuse of these great ques- 
tions peaceably. The present constitution was 
ample for thirteen states on the Atlantic 
coast, but it must now cover and clothe forty-two 
growing states, that are from ocean to ocean. 

A new constitution would put an end to 
many discords, and would indefinitely postpone 
riots, secession and civil wars. 

Let the idea at least find an expression in the 
great southern journal that is progressive and 
awake—THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION—that needs 
no revision. It’s “honored dead” was recently 
awake to all the people’s needs, and the people 
look to it to give voice to their thoughts.

‘@HAT’S WHAT ATLANTA IS IN THE 
BEARING OF STATE BURDENS. 


Absurdity of the Proposition Shown in 
an Able Speech Last Night by Captain 
W. D. Ellis—Interesting Meeting. 


Captain W. D. Ellis delivered an able ad- 
dress last evening before the chamber of com- 
merce. 

His subject was taxation in Atlanta and in 
Fulton county. 

The matter was handled in a manner that 
gannot fail to have its effect for good, and at 
the conclusion of the address Captain Ellis 
gras thanked by a unanimous yote. 

The speaker introduced his subject with a 

ndeused historical sketch, beginning with 
te tax system of the Hebrews, and touching 
hpon that of the Athenians, Romans, English 
and French. 

ATLANTA AND FULTON COUNTY. 

Continuing, he said: 

“T want to deal with taxation as it affects 
the people of Atlanta and Fulton county. I 
want to call the attention of the business men 
of this city to the present situation and then if 
I can draw public attention to the evils, if any 

exist, I am sure. that some of them at least 
will be speedily corrected. I do not mean to 
charge any oflicerof the county or city with 
intentional wrong, J simply say that we need 
some change in method a practice. If we 
are right in our system some other people are 
wrong, and that wrong affects us keenly. 

“Here are some of the facts; others might be 

btained if more time were bestowed in search 
+3 them, The following statistics are from 
the report of Comutroller General. Wright to 
the lc zislature of 1888. The figures are coni- 
piled by him from the official records and may 
be accounted reliable and cdrrect. 

“T take seven conspicuous counties having 
large cities in them as examples and‘ compare 
them with each other, and with the other one 
hundred and thirty counties with their cities, 
their towns and their villages. 

“The tax returnsfor 1888 show,under the 
head of 

CITY AND TOWN PROPERTY, 
Bibb county, $6,023,370; Clarke county, $2,- 
931,765; Fulton county, $21,347,875; Chatham 
county, $13,581,865; Floyd county, $2,541,840; 
Muscogee county, $4,784,597; Richmond 
county, $9,780,770. Total for seven counties, 
$60,192,082. 

‘The total under that head for the whole 
state, including the seven counties above, is 
$84,921, 108. 

“It will be seen that Fulton connty returns 
mearly asmuch as 130 counties all put to- 
gether. 

‘“*‘We may well pause to inquire, Can such 
returns represent the facts? Ineachof the 
130 counties there are from one to four towns, 
and if we strike an average of twothere will 
be in these 130 counties 260 towns, with avery 
large population and necessarily much prop. 
erty. Atlanta has a few streets with fine 
houses, but very much the greater part of our 
city is made up of cottage homes, which are 
often equaled, and many times surpassed, in 
Americus, in Albany, Marietta, Griffin, 
Gainesville, and dozens of other places. 

‘Besides this, I call attention to the fact that 
this county returns one-fourth of all the taxa- 
ble property in the whole state under this head. 
Wo man will pretend that Fulton county has 
within it anything like one-fourth of all the 
city and town property contained in the whole 
state of Georgia, according to an equal and 
just valuation. e 

“Again, under the head of J 

‘MONEY AND SOLVENT DEBTS,’ 

the seven counties and the whole state return 
as follows: Bibb county, $741,905; Clarke 
county, $867,870: Fulton county, $3,363,960; 
Richmond county, $1,491,780; Chatham 
county, $1,582,030; Floyd county, $910,113; 
Muscogee county, $1,447,398, Total in the 
whole state, $34,715,451. 

“Thus it will be seen that Fulton county 
returns about one tenth of all the mionéy and 
solvent debtsin the whole state, and several 
millions more than Savannah and Augusta put 
together. Thisis an absurdity on the face of 

t 


“Under the head of 
MERCHANDISE 
the seven counties and the. whole state re- 
turned as follows: Bibb county, $1,362,895; 
Fulton county, $2,883,955; Chatham county, 
$1,669,400; Muscogee county, $1,517,983; 
Clarke county, $429,250; Richmond county, 
$1,283,970; Floyd county, $488,055; the whole 
state, 518,657,752. 

**By this it would appear that Atlanta has as 
much merchandise as Savannah and Augusta 
put together, and one-sixth of all in the entire 
state. That we have as much as the two cities 
mamed is scarcely credible; that we have one- 
gixth of all in the whole state, including all 
the large cities, is preposterous. 

“Under the head off 

‘HOUSEHOLD AND KITCHEN FURNITURE,’} 
the seven counties and the whole state return 
as follows, and remember that nothing under 
this law is exempt, and remember that every 
family in the state owns some of this class of 
property, and that in every case some return 
of some value is, or ought, under the law to 
be made; Bibb county, $468,340; Chatham 
county, $467,870; Clarke connty, $234,910; Floyd 
county, $267.564; Fulton county, $1,067,785; 
Muscogee county, $288,250; Richmond county, 
$564,790; the whole state, including the seven 
gounties, $13,632,614. 

This shows that Atlanta has as much of this 
kind of property as Augusta and Savannah, 
two cities not destroyed or injured in the war, 
and long noted for their luxurious homes, and 
further that our county owns one-thirteenth of 
all the household and kitchen furniture in 
the 137 counties. We have many luxurious 
homes, but the great mass of returns here is 
from people who are in just such circum- 
stances as thousands of others all over the 


te. 

‘“‘Under the head of 

‘WATCHES, JEWELRY AND SILVERPLATE,’ 
we have some more curious figures. The re- 
turns under this head from the seven counties 
and the whole state, are as follows: 

Bibb county, $71,085; Fulton coun ty, $115- 
€25; Chatham county, $36,875; Muscogee, 
$44,285; Clarke county, $52,775; Richmond 
county, $78,000; Floyd county, $32,781; total 
in the whole state, $1,257,352. It will be seen 
that this county returns nearly one-tenth as 
much asthe whole state, about as much as 
Bibb and Chatham togethcr, and as much as 
Chatham Floyd and Muscogee put together. 
These figures are startling. If every man in 
Atlanta had a good gold watch it would not 
even then be true.

“These results,’’ continued Captain Ellis 
“have been brought about by the enforcement 
of the same law—every man, every village, 
every town and every city in Georgia, oe 
=" and pay under the same identical tax 
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Of course if we have one-tenth of the taxa- 
ble property in the state we ought to pay one- 
tenth of the taxes—if we have only one-twen- 
tieth of the property and pay one-tenth of the 
taxes we are taxed too high or other people too 
low. That other cities and towns are also 
unduly taxed, I have no doubt, but the tax 
plaster draws deeper here than anywhere else. 


“J am not here to say that we have weed

The assessment of property to pro- 
duce income for the city has caused the undue 
or disproportionate returns for state and county 
purposes, The zeal of our city 
Officials has been caught by our 
count ofticials. They have as a 
rule, Iam told, insisted on city yaluauons. 
They may be right byt that is not the rule 
elsewhere and we suffer greatly by the meth- 
ods pursued. In a case before our supreme 
court a few years ago the record showed that a 
gentleman in a neighboring county had ap- 
swered a creditoys bill charging insolvency by 
the statement that he was worth about $35,000. 
The other party produced his tax returns of 
nota third of thatamount. He said he gave 
in his property according to the custom of the 
country in which he lived, but its true value 
was the large amount. I have no defense to 
make for him. I attack any system that 
permits such inequalities to exist; that per- 
mits the people in one place to have a custom 
of one-third values, and permits’ the 
officials of a city or town to 
fix high values and allows’ that 
to be regarded as a necessary standard. This 
law ought to be changed, or it ought to be ad- 
ministered everywhere allke. In the legisla- 
ture of 1884-5, and, in several others, I sup- 
pee, attempts have been made to change it, 

ut as long as Fulton wants to pay one-tenth 
of all the taxes, she will be permitted to do so. 

‘*Except, perhaps, for undue pressure in the 
line of public improvement, it cannot be said 
that our people are heavily taxed. Our main 
grievance is the inequality of the system. 

“‘T am in favor offliberal§treatment. If our 
home insurance companies geta little money 
ahead dont run them down to tax on technical 
ideas of liability. If our banks get alittle sur- 
plus dont try and take it all away from them. 
If any men or set of men from any where want 
to come here with money to put up a factory, 
or start a store, or organize a bank we must 
see how much we can doto encourage and not 
jump on them almost before the work or en- 
terprise is begun to see how much we can pull 
outin taxes. Let them come in, treat them 
well, and they will help in many ways inclu- 
ding the payment of taxes. 

“To show other people that we will treat 
them well, we must treat our own people well. 
Let us see toit that not a dollaris raised b 
taxation that is not absolutely necessary, an 
when raised that it is well spent. 

New York City, Hartford, Philadelphia and 
other cities have done al] they could to en- 
courage concentration of capital in them and 
they have adopted a policy whice has 
made them ch in men and money 
drawn from less liberal places. Atlanta’s 
future depends upon her becoming a financial 
and manufacturing center. Qt r trade has 
ha : ~ 2 pe 
béen cut in Many direétions. Ye can go on 
laying out suburban towns and selling lots one 
to the other, but to continue the real growth 
and presperity we have heretofore enjoyed we 
must encourage men and money to come here. 
We must build up our industries. We must 
encourage and support enterprises. We must 
take an interest in public affairs. We must 
put men iu office who are honest, capable, 
liberal and economical, who will strive to re- 
duce taxation. Who have sense enough to 
know that Rome was not builtin a day; that 
what Atlanta needs is that sure and steady 

rowth which will come with a_ wise, 

iberal and economic policy, accom- 
plishing all we want without burden- 
ing the people too much , causing 
them to bear more than a just Ppbpreion of 
that public burden which should upon all 
men In our noble old state, equally and alike.”’ 

After thanking Captain Ellis by a rising 
vote, the meeting adjourned. 


IN COTTON FUTURES 


The Market Has Been Favorable to the Bears 
—Rumors of a Corner. 

The market for cotton futures in New York 
has been favorable to the bears for the past 
three days, and since the closing last Friday 
has declined 10 to 14 points, August showing 
the greatest loss: July and August closed 
yesterday at the samo figures—11.32 to 11.33. 
There are rumors of a July eornerin New 
York. 

Receipts at the ports are still running behind 
last year, showing a decrease of 14,062 bales so 
far this week, with exports increasing and 
stock decreasing, the stock at the ports yester- 
day showing a decrease of 242,737 bales. The 
movement atthe interior townsis reported 
slightly heavier than last weck. 

In Liverpool spot cotton was unchanged at 
6 1-16d for middling, with a prospect of being 
reduced today. Futures closed steady at a de- 
cline of about 3-64d. 

Spot quotations in New York were marked 
down 1-l6c. yesterday, closing quiet and steady. 

Our receipts yesterday were only seven 
bales.

MANY MILES OF TRACK TO BE LAID 
THIS YEAR. 
i oseaentenneneeeeeninenammenaaal 
Great Improvements and Extensions to Be 
Made on the Electric, Dummy and 
Horse Car Lines. 


Atlanta already has more miles of street 
railways than any other city of hér size in the 
country. | 

Statistics bear this out. : 

But before the present year closes she will— 
if the work now mapped out and decided upon 
by the various companies—have double the 
mileage she now has. 

And this is borne out by the facts. 

Sixty thousand dollars will be spent by one 
company alone in building extensions to its 
lines. The work has already been decided 
upon by the directors of the company, and all 
that remains to be done now is to carry it to 
completion. 

The company that has determined upon this 
outlay in extension and improvement is the 
Union Street Railway company. 

Then the Fulton County Electric Railway 
company, after having determined to do 80 
four months ago, now proposes by the council's 
permission, to extend its lines out through the 
western portion of the city, and in fact beyond 
the city limits in that direction. 

THEY BOTH WANT IT. 

So confident is capital in the outcome of a 
system of street railway in this part of the city, 
hitherto comparatively destitute in that par- 
ticular, that the Atlanta and Edgewood elec- 
tric line also seeks permission to be extended 
from its present terminus, on Pryor street, 
clear through the city by the technological 
school, and finally to the Van Winkle shops. 

Both the Fulton County Electric Railway 
company and East Atlanta Land company. 
presented petitions to the geperg) council at 
its last meeting for authority to build lines in 
this direction. The petitions conflict, both 
companies asking the privilege of building on 
Luckie street. It iscertain that one company 
will build, probably both, with a slight modi- 
fication in route. 

WHAT THE UNION WILL DO. 

But probably the most important and exten- 
sive improvement and extension already de- 
termined upon, and in the completion of which 
there are apparently no obstacles, are those of 
the Union company. 

The petition presented to the council and re- 
ferred to the committee on electrical construc- 
tion, asks permission to constuct new lines on 
Smith, Gate City and Love streets to the East 
Tennessee shops, connecting with the White- 
hall street line at the corner of Smith. Then 
they ask to build a new line on Jones avenue, 
connecting at Marietta street to Poplar street, 
and thence through Davis, Mitchell Man- 
gum.and Chapel streets, to connect with 
the Broad street line to West End, at Nelson 
street. 

This will make a complete circle of the 
Broad and Marietta street lines, and it is the 
intention to arrange schedules so that certain 
cars leaving Broad street will come back by 
Marietta and vice versa. 

Besides this the Union company asks leave 
to re-lay its track on Broad street, taken up 
several months ago, from Marietta to Ala- 
bama. This link is to connect the Peachtree 
line and the Whitehall street line. 

NOT TRANSFER TICKTETS, BUT BETTER. 

When this is done, a schedule will be put on 
running from Kimball street on Peachtree to 
the bridge over the East Tennessee road on 
Whitehall street. The cars will make a con- 
tinuous trip entirely across the city, crossing 
the railroad by Broad street bridge and Ala- 
bama street, over the new tracks, to lay which 
permission is asked of council. 

Only one fare will be charged for the trip. 
The inauguration of this improvement will bé 
hailed with delight by the traveling public, as 
no inconsiderable annoyance is caused by 
tranferring at the railroad by passengers tray el- 
ing from one side of town to the other. 

Then it will cost only a nickel, where it now 
requires a dime to go from the First Methodist 
church to Trinity, or thereabouts. 

A similar improvement to this is also to be 
made at once between the Marietta and Decatur 
street lines. Cars will be run continuously 
from the Exposition Cotton mills to the Fulton 
County Spinning mills, a distance of about 
four miles, at a five cent fare. 

These are two features in the Union com- 
pany’s improvements which will be especially 
appreciated by those who ride on street cars. 

MAY BE ELECTRICIY. 

Besides these improvements and extensions 
on the Union line, that company will also 
completely rebuild its Broad street line. That 
is, it will tear up the old roadbed and put 
down a new one; this just as soon as the neces- 
sary permission from the city council is 
granted. 

It has not been definitely settled yet what 
sort of roadbed will be laid on the Broad street 
line, but it is possible that rails, with the nec- 
essary connections, suitable for electric cars 
will be laid, so that if at any time an electric 
system was decided upon, all that would be 
sa eg would be the hanging of the power 
cable. 

OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 

Just now the Ponce de Leon avenue line is 
being relaid,and beside those mentioned as pos- 
itive y determined upon there are others under 
consideration by the Union company. One of 
these is the extension of the Marietta street 
line to Van Winkle’s shops. 

Then there is the dummy line tothe Con- 
federate home and Reynoldstown, work upon 
which has already n commenced. The 
Metropolitan company has still another dummy 
line extenaion in view, but it will not be made 
public until positively determined upon. 

A number of improvements on the Metro- 
politan dummy line will be made, and some 
are now in progress. A handsome and com- 
modious depot is being built at Georgia avenue 
and Grant park, and others will be put up at 
once on the other side of the park at the Fair 
street line, and also at the junction of Pryor 
and Georgia avenue. 

This will bea great year in street: railway 
building and improvement in Atlanta. 

SURPRISED BUT IN EARNEST. 

As to the desire of the two electric railway 
companies to extendin the direction of the 
technological school, officials of both compa- 
nies express surprise that the other should 
have applied for such privilege. 

Mr. Seal Hurt, of the Edgewood line, has 
been confined to his home for the past month. 
He said yesterday that his company had de- 
cided to extend the line as requested of the 
council several months ago, but that his illness 
had occasioned delay in perfecting details and 

etting the petition to the general council.

WHICH COMPANY WILL BUILD IT? 

Mr. W.S8S. Thomson, of the Fulton county 
company, said that his company, in applying 
for leave to extend out Luckie, N. avenue 
and State street, had simply adh to plans 
mapped out four months ago, and scohetiglated 
in the original system of ‘that company.

DELIVERS A TEMPERANCE TALK TO 
A LARGE AUDIENCE. 


He Arraigns the City Government, City Om- 
cials and Ministers for Their Want 
of Zeal—Interesting Talk. 


Rey. Sam W. Small addressed a large au- 
dience of ladies and gentlemen at the temper- 
ance hall on Hunter street last night. 

When Mr. Small was introduced he was re- 
ceived with great applause. He began by say- 
ing that the intensest interests of his life were 
wrapped up in the character and destiny of 
Atlanta. 

“She is destined,”’ he said, ‘‘to be one of the 
great cities of the continent. A quarter of a 
million people will one day call her their 
home, and her streets will be ten-fold more 
crowded than now with the men and move- 
ments of her commerce. None of 
the prophecies concerning her bright 
future are overdrawn—they are 
even nearer to realization than any of us dare 
todream. But none of these prophecies are 
dependent for their realization upon the pres- 
ence of the liquor traffic in Atlanta. Her 
prosperity can be consummated without 
saloons. The dayis dead in America when 
cities must depend upon this shameful traftic 
for trade and triumphs. 

“Atlanta is growing today in spite of saloons. 
She never vetengunded aninch in the two years 
they were absent from her, but marched right 
into wealth, numbers and commerce. Today 


her saloons are drags upon her wheels. They | 


pay $60,000 into her treasury and take more 
than that out for police. hospitals, paupers and 
relief. Thereis not a man in the council, from 
mayor to janitor, whocan show a dime of ben- 
efit the saloons have been to the city. Where 
are the reduced taxes? Where are the re- 
duced police expenses? Where are the re- 
duced chaingangs. Recorder Anderson is 
so overworked he can no longer give 
any time to the prohibition cause. He 
has to work two courts r day 
to dispose of the criminal grist. he police 
have to be increased thirty-nine men, use 
a third of them are on witness duty in the 
courts. The police expenses are increased 
$48,000 over the prohibition years, while new 
stations and new patrol wagons are in demand. 
A police officer is arrested for drunkenness; a 
little girl, six years old, is brought to the station 
drunk; a newsboy is arrested in a state 
of wild, drunken fury; women and children 
drunk, are held to sober up; drunken men are 
dragged through our highways; crime is ram- 
pant, murders have grown common; a police- 
man is lying tonight, at the point of death, 
from the knives of drunken wretches; eau 
hung in eftigy; courts doing double duty 

“What do we get forall this? An increase 
of forty-five cents per capita in police ex- 
penses alone! We get seventy-five cents per 
capita from the saloons ‘to reduce our taxes!’ 
We get a gang of one hundred saloon-keepers, 
nado moral men,’ whom the prince of the pit 
would not let into pandemonium all in a bunch. 
We get the shame of a record for debaucheries 
and crimes that is not paralleled by any other 
city of like size in America. 

‘‘Where shall we look for relief? The 
ministry of our churches is strangely silent. I 
have listened to hear them denounce this car- 
nival of blood and crime, this debauchery of 
babes and murder of manhood. The press is 
altogether on the side of the saloon system. 
They will do nothing for prohibition. They 
would rather rake the pit for arguments against 
it. Our officials are nearly all running for may- 
or, governor, or some otheroffice, and are danc- 
ing attendance upon the saloon bosses. Who 
then, shall deliver us? Only the people—the 
common people, ourselves—can do the work. 
We must combine, strike hands, join hearts, 
faith and prayer, and fight the good fight to 
the finish. That is our purpose here. Tonight 
we set the agitation in motion, much as the 
mayor may deplore it in his message and 
the Mammon-worshipers may whine about it. 
We are going to have this fight, or die in the 
last ditch of effort. No use to cry out to us 
that we will “hurt business.’”’ Let anything 
be hurtrather than our brothers and our boys.

A New Solicitor. 

Governor Gordon appointed Mr. Seaborn H. 
Jones as solicitor of the county court of Burke 
county. Mr. Jones’s appointment will take 
effect on the ilth of March, and his term of 
oftice will expire in two years, that being the 
full time for which the governor is allowed to 
appoint a court solicitor. 

Mr. Jones is the son of Judge J. J. Jones, 
generally knownas Judge ‘‘Jinks’’ Jones. He 
is an exceedingly popular young man in his 
county, and his appointment was requested by 
gost of Burke county’s leading citizens. 

To be Sold on the 27th. 

An inventory of all the furniture which was 
taken from the old capitol was made yesterday 
in preparation for the auction sale which will 
take place onthe 27th of January. It has been 
decided that twosales will be necessary; one 
including the desks, chairs and other mova- 
ble articles will be held in front of the new 
capitol; the safes and other state property 
which would be difficult to move, will be 
gold at the old building. 

The Iudian Springs Lease. 

The sale of the twenty-five years lease of the 
Indian Springs reservation will take place on 
the first Tuesday in March. Although sev- 
eral hotel keepers are contemp.ating the pur- 
chase of the lease, with a view of re-establish- 
ing the springs as a health resort, they are all 
holding back, hoping to secure the lease ata 
nominal figure. Nooffer has, therefore, been 
made for the property. 

The Wayne Judgeship. 

The governor received several telegrams 
from Wayne county yesterday requesting him 
to delay any action in appointing any suc- 
cessor to Judge Fort until the real choice of 
the people could be ascertained to him. 

Another application for the place was added 
yesterday morning to the two already received, 
and the candidates now are, John Massey, J. 
J. Belland B L. Littlefield. In compliance 
with the request he has received, Governor 
“ Gordon will make no selection until he is as- 
sured that his choice will meet the approval of 
the majority of tho citizens of Wayne county. 

Fearful of a Lynching. 

Polk Newton, the murderer, has been taken 
to the Dade county coal mines, where he will 
serve out his life sentence. Colonel Shubrick 
gays that the commutation was granted last 
Saturday, but he was obliged to keep the mat- 
ter a profound secret until Newton had been 
safely landed in the Atlanta jail, or he would 
certainly have been lynched by the citizens of 
the county, who have been counting for months 
- on seeing him hanged. 

The Female Convicts. 

Colonel Shubrick has returned from a_ visit 
to the newly organized female prison camp, 
near Bolton. He says that the moral atmos- 
phere of the penitentiary will be greatly im- 
proved by the scparation of the sexes. There 
are now at the Bolton camp twenty female 
prisoners. Colonel Shubrick says they are 
rapidly learning to make brooms, and they 
seem greatly pleased by the change. The only 
white woman who is now in the penitentiary 
will] be allowed to remain where she is. 

Facts About the Schools. 

The following extract from a letter received 
by State School Commissioner Hook, from 
Hon. A. J. Glover, county school commis- 
sioner of Twiggs county, is an indication of the 
manner in which the recent wise increase m 
the school fund, by the last legislature, is ope- 
rating, of the g it is already doing, and of 
its appreciation by the public: 

“The increase of one month in the public 
term has evidently created a greater interest in 
the education of the children of my county. 
The schools of 1890 surpass those of any previ- 
ous year. We have more sohools, better teach- 
ers, and there are morc children now attend- 
ing the public schools than was ever-known I 
don’t suppose you can tell yet what the amount 
of your order for 1890 on tax collector of Twiggs 
county will be, but please approximate it, 
which will enable me to give teachers the de- 
sired information.”’ 

Judge Hook states, in connection with the 
above, that the order of the state school 
commissicner on the tax collector of each 
county in favor of the county school commis- 
sioner, will be, in round numbers, thirty per 
cent larger this year than in 1889. Thus, the 
draft for 1889 for Twiggs county was $2,508.36 ; 
for 1890 it will approximate $3,260.87. This 
estimate will come within one per cent of the 
actual sum. 

Three months constituted the term for 1889 
in nearly every county of the state. This year 
alinost without exception a four months term 
has been inaugurated, and with a very small 
additional appropriation from the legislature 
next fall, it is possible that a five months term 
for 1591 may be established. 

An Escaped Convict. 

The penitentiary department was informed 
yesterday of the escape of Wilson Evans, a 
colored man, who was serving a four years sen- 
tence at the Chattahoochee Brick yard for lar- 
ceny committed in Fulton county. The re- 
port stated that Evans feigned sickness for 
several days and obtained permission to re- 
main in the building Pyesterday morning, the 
opportunity he was waiting for occured and he 
qu.etly took his departure without being ob- 
served. A reward will be offered for his ap- 
prehension and return to the penitentiary.

NEGRO EMIGRATION. 


CARROLLED LIKE MULES IN N ORTH 
CAROLINA. 


Engaged by the Planters—Signed, Sealed and 


Delivered—A Farm Eleven Miles 
Aereas—-Petition! Effect. — 

“Peg-Leg Williams bee an order fore wpe 
sand families.” 

That is the Way they talk about negro emi- 
gration on Wall street. Mr. Williams, the 
enterprising ticket agent, who is known 
among his fellows as ‘‘Peg-leg,’’is the king 
bee in the business, and it is said at his office 
that he forwarded 25,000 negro emigrants to 
Arkangas and Téxas tlfis winter. 


John, the mulatto hustler who is employed. 


by Mr. Williams, gives a spirited account of 
the business. 
‘“‘How do you get Sane up?’ he was asked. 
“You just have to hustle around and get 
them. The people iu oS, Carolina made 
or Chops last yedt, abd they ‘had nothing. ' 
‘he land owners eould net hire all of them and 
when they did hize them it wag at very small 
wages. The people just made a resolution to 
come to Mississippi, Arkansas and Louisiana. 
The farmets sent orders here forso many fam- 
ilies, and wo filled them, The negroes agreed 
to work long enough to pay their transporta- 
tion, and the farmers saad. to furnish land, 
stock, houses, seed, everything, and give them 
half they make. They can make a bale, 
a bale and a half, and sometimes tw Q bales, on 
that black land. Some fainilies paid their 
transportation and had from $150 to $200 clear 
at theend of the first year. That’sa black 
man’s paradise. They ean buy land in the 
Missis nines delta country for five and six dol- 
lars an acre, and in Arkansas they can buy 
very good land for two or three dollars. 
“You haven’t got any cotton here, Why, 
sometimes they plow under as much loose cot- 
ton that drops off the lower part of the plant 
as you make here on your crop. Colored peo- 
ple make lots of money down there, and 
they get wasteful. They throw away 
enough to make _them _ rich. The 
travel on the fhilroads so mac 
that the trains are crowded with 
them every day. They earn in a 
much as a dollar andahalf a day arm 
— gets a dollar and a dollar and a quarter a 


“The land in Mississippi is held by big 
planters. They don’t think much of a man 
unless he has 500 acres. Plantations go up 
into the thousands. Mr. Richardson’s planta- 
tion is eleven miles across and a railroad runs 
through it just to do the business of the plan- 
tation. They sayit’s the biggest plantation in 
the world. Every three miles he has a nice 
church and school house, witha village around 
them. The houses are all white, painted and 
whitewashed, and everything is as pretty as 
can be. It’s a beautiful country and it isn’t 
any trouble for a man to make a living there 
if he’ll work. Ifa planter has plenty of land 
and can get labor he’s sure to get rich. 

“Thereis a very good feeling between the 
white and colored people down there. I used 
to hear of a good deal of trouble down there, 
but if there was any of that then it’s not so 
now. They need labor so bad that they treat 
the people well to keep them there.’ 

A railroad man, Who was in the same line of 
business, said that the negroes were corralled 
like mules in North Carolina agents and 
went among them and picked out so 
many families likesomany mules, At one 
time, he mes there were three thousand in 
Goldsboro, N . C., waiting for transportation. 

At first ‘the North Carolina farmers were 
glad to have the negroes go, and the governor 
said let them go, but as the contracting season 
came on the emigrant agents interfered a good 
deal with farmers’ arrangements and made 
negroes dissatisfied after they had contracted 
for the coming year. 

The result is thatit has become too warm 
foremigrant agents in South Carolina and 
some: parts of North Carolina. 

Some of them have been shot at and others 
have been run into the swamps. One of them 
said yesterday : 

“T was captured by a crowd once and they 
were taking me toastore. What they were 
going te do with me I don’t know. went 
along all right, and by and by they got to talk- 
ing. When they got interested, I darted into 
the bushes. They shot at’ me and I fell over a 
log. They thought I was dead and went on, 
but I lay still till they were out of the way, 
and then hid in the swamp till next morning.”’ 


What effect will this is hav e on Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Arkansas politics? The num- 
ber of negroes carried to those states in the 
last three years is estimated all the way from 
20,000 to 80,000. There must have been 40,000 
or ‘50, 000. Trese people probably represent 
20,000 voters. That number divided among 
three states does not amount to much, but a 
few more years might turn Louisiana and Ar- 
kansas into the ce cermin column.

A TICHBORNE GHOST 


IT ARISES FROM A NISLAND IN THE 
SOUTH SEA. 
William Edwards Kelates the Story Of the 
Death and Burial of the Real Sir 
Roger A. Tichborne. 


New York, February 18.—A bronzed and 
weather-beaten sailor entered the World office 
this afternoon and announced that he had a 
yarn to spin. This yarn, if true, effectually 
setties all claims to the Tichborne estate in 
England, over which there has been so much 
controversy. The old sailor said he was 
William Edwards, and that be had sailed the 
seas, man and boy, for forty years and more. 
In the °50’s, so goes his yarn, he found himself 
on one of the South sea islands, from which 
he shipped on the Bella Ruffin, bound from 
Tahiti with a cargo for Beach La Marr. 

A BOATLOAD OF DEAD MEN. 

Two days out they picked up a boat contain- 
ing six men who were apparently dead. One 
of them, however, revived. He was a hand- 
some young fellow, and was apparently a gvn- 
tleman. He gave his name as Roger Tich- 
borne, and when, years after, Edwards beard 
the story he knew this was the real Sir Roger. 
Finally the Bella Ruffin sighted Marr island, 
and Edwards and a sailor were sent ashore, 
while the vessel returned for laborers. The 
young man was very weak, and he also went 
ashore, hoping the change would brace him up. 
The sailor tinished his yarn in his own words: 

THE STORY OF TICHBORNE’S DEATH. 

“The Bella Ruftin never cum back, an’ 
nary an eye have I ciapped on her from that 
day to this. The first day on the island, 
Tichborne was took with aspell, an’ grew 
worse; so we built a hut of cocoanut leaves 
and put him in it, and took care of him ez fine 
ez we kud. Meantime Tichborne got sicker. 
I was very much intimated wid ‘im, an’ a 
finer gentleman ther’ never wuz. He told me 
that ef we could only git to China there wuz 
plenty o’ money waiting for him at Jardine & 
Waddington's, bankers, in Hong Kong. Then 
he used to talk about his mother an’ about bis 
people thatlived in Hampshire, Eng., which 
place he said was lively- He bad had a great 
many misfortunes, he said, but some day the 
storm would blow over, but he didu’t live to 
see it, for he died eighteen days: after we 
landed. leavin’ mea ring an’a cross with a 
precious stone in to take to his people. 

THEY BURIED HIM IN THE SAND. 

“Tommy and me buried him-as honorable as 
we kud, an’ he’s a-layin’ in the sand there to- 
day. We lived along on cocoanuts an’ fish an’ 
egys, never thinkin’ to leave the mis’able 
place, but all tne time planuin’ foolish ways o’ 
gettin’ off. I came near a-stayin’ anyhow. 
Que day I was huntin’ among the rocks for 
ovsters When a cuttle-fish grabbed me, and if I 
hadn’t known the tricks of the beast it would 
a bin the end o’ William Edwards, but I cap- 
sized his bonnet and that ended him. His 
bonnet is the little cap over his eyes, and when 
you knock it back he’s paralyzed an’ done for, 
At last down comes a Honolulu cutter and 
takes us off, and we went without much 
grievin’, I can tell you. I lost the jewels, bat 
T didn’t forget young Tichborue; so when I 
wasin Liverpool, five years ago, and when they 
pointed out a big fat man an’ told me be wuz 
Sir Roger, I told ’em they lied. ‘‘Are you Sir 
Roger Tichborne?’’ ses I, makin’ bold to step 
uptohim. ‘Lam, sir,’ ses he, ‘and who the 
devil are you?’ ‘If you're Sir Roger,’ ses I, 
‘dash me iffI ain’t Lord Beaconsfield.’ Then 
he shoved me by, an’ I ain’t seen him since, 
neither.”’ 

Edwards has just returned from the diamond 
fields of south Africa.

They are kept warm by a machine 
made for the purpose, and asthey are supplied 
with plenty of food, a very quick growth is assured. 

Mr. Henderson expects to have spring chickens 
on the market in a few weeks. 

E. W. Wells, of Carroll county, is putting a por- 
tion of his farm in grass, and will devote some of 
his attention to stock raising. 

It is believed that the farmers of Carroll county 
have killed enough meat this year to carry them 
through the summer months, 

Mrs. L. D. Hutchins, of Harris county, comes to 
the front with two pet pigs weighing 484 and 458 
pounds net. This shows that some women are 
pretty good farmers.

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THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 18.--The stock market 
todsy was less active than yesterday, but, contrary 
to the general rule, was stronger,‘ and some mate- 
rial gains were scored during the day. The im- 
pression entertained by the bears that a reduction 
of rates westof the Missouri river would demor- 
alize the whole market has proved to bea mis- 
taken one, and the first attémpt today to cover 
any outstanding shorts resulted in the recovery 
noted, although the roads did vote toput into 
force a tariif 206 per cent less than the existing 
rates. The information that this reduction would 
only affect a portion of the westbound ibusiness 
did much to nullify the influence of the reduction 
and the event was only another proof that there is 
no disposition among the holders of stocks to part 
with them at ruling figures. The recent raids on 
the list have brought in more buyers 
than sellers, and as the floating supply of stocks 
grows smalicrand smallerand short interest larger, 
attempts to cover are sure to bring about a higher 
range of values. There was considerable buying 
by the trading element for a turn on the long side, 
and the Chicago party were reported as endeavor- 
ing to shake out some of their too numerous fol- 
lowing up on the short side. There was undoubt- 
edly considerable covering of shorts by the smaller 
operators. Rock Island, Missouri Pacific and 
coalers occupied the first place in the market to- 
day, and the improvement in the first named was 
steady though slow, after transactions of the first 
few minutes, when there was quite an excitement 
in stock, sales at 891,@90 being made at the same 
time in the crowd. 

Later in the day the coalers became prominent, 
and were helped by reports of the Jersey Central 
and Lehigh valley for 1889, the former promising 
increased dividends as the business warrants. A 


few of the specialties, such as Colorado Coal, Chi- 


cago, St. Louis and Pittsburg preferred, made 
sharp advances, and Wisconsin Central, for the 
first time in a long while, shows an improvement 
for the day. Sugar was again the most prominent 
feature in the market, and the announcement in 
the morning papers that a refinery at San Fran- 
cisco belonging to the trust had been placed in 
the hands of a receiver to wind up its affairs, 
created a more bearing feeling onthe trust, and 
certificates on large business and with great fe- 
vefishness scored a final loss of 14% per cent. There 
was a better tone toward the close on the contra- 
diction of a portion of the story, but it closed 
weak at the lowest prices.
